If R. G. Tuthill, arrested in Fast St. Louis 
yesterday afternoon, is the man wanted, 
Inspector Lawrence, of the Amen In- 
gurance Co., has run to earth a af. jnd- 
ler, Whose mission has been to derradu the 
poor people's insuran Jcompanies. Tuthill 
was arrested by a sergeant of police on a 
warrant issued le Justice Prindiville of 
Chicago, charging him with defrauding 
two Chicago branches of the Prudential In- 
‘gurance Co, of Newark, N. J., out of $87. 
As the American Surety Co. of New York 
was on Tuthill’s bond for honest behavior 
while.a canvasser in Chicago for the Pru- 
dential Co., that company got the warrant 
and tracked him. When arrested Tuthill 
was working for the St. Louis branch of 
the Prudential Insurance Co. and the Amer- 
ican Surety Co. fs on his integrity bond. 

It is needless to say that neither his em- 
ployers nor surety doubted his integrity 
or knew his recérd when he obtained em- 
ployment here, and he is as clever as the 
American Surety Co. believes him to be. 


The wasrant for Tuthill has been in the 
hands of the East St. Louis police for a 
week, and it was served on him the first 
time he set foot on Illinois soil since his 
employment by the Prudential Co. in St. 
Louis. As the amount of the alleged de- 
falcation was small, the officers decided to 
not risk the chances of escape through the 
loop-holes of extradition proceedings. When 
Tuthill crossed the Hads bridge with D. 
Reinhartz, Assistant Superintendent of the 
Prudential Co. in St. Louis, he did not know 
what awaited him, and he was waiting 
outside a butcher-shop on Main street, East 
St. Louis, while Reinharts was within trans- 
acting business, when an officer armed with 
@ warrant and fortified with a photograph, 

e him prisoner. Tuthill was a most un- 
looking swindler. Dressed in the 
height of fashion, small, but well-built, of 
the blonde Scandinavian type, about 25 
years of age, he attracted attention on his 
way to the statlon-house. He boiled over 
With indignation, and declared that a hor- 
rible mistake had been made, but he was 
heeded not. When Reinharts emerged from 
the butcher-shop he was informed that his 
companion had been arrested. He hurried 
to the station-houge and served as a mes- 
gsenger to carry the news to a friend of 
Tuthill’s in East St. Louis. Then Rein- 
hartz recrossed the river and reported at 
' headquarters. .

Not a Beverage, but a Blow to 
Knock Out Fitzsimmons, 


CALLS IT A RIB ROASTER. 


The Champion EXplains How He Ex- 
pects te Use His Invention on 
the Australian.

NEW YORK, July 13.—Ring experts long 
ago recognized that Jim Corbett is a pro- 
gressive fighter: John L. Sullivan origin- 
ated a style of fighting with gloves which at 
once became popular and still remains 
so. Corbett came along, and unlike BSulli- 
van in many ways, he rapidly improved on 
the former champioh’s style. For a week 
or more Corbett has been preparing for 
his engagement with Fitzsimmons. He does 
not propose to over-work himself, however, 
and the exercise he takes now is calcu- 
lated to give him a good appetite more than 
anything else. His real hard work will 
begin about the middle of August. 

Corbett devotes more or less time to the 
study of the new ring tactics. In his time 
he has invented one or two moves which 
have been of great benefit to himself and 
harm to his opponents. Even this early 
Corbett has mapped out his plans for the 
Acht. He has a pretty fair idea of Fits- 
simmons. He does not underrate the pugil- 
istic ability of the New Zealand black 
smith, who has bowled over more than one. 
favorite since arriving in this country. 
Corbett does not believe the fight will be 
a long one. He does not propose to take 
any chances, and should Fitzsimmons de- 
cide to play a waiting game, he will find 
his opponent well prepared to remain in the 
ring a week if necessary, Corbett’s draw 
with Jackson in California, which lasted 
over four hours, is good evidence that he 
is a stayer when he wants to be or has to 
be. On the contrary, if Fitz should decide 
to force the fighting in the early stages of 
the battle, Corbett’s latest invention, which 
he Calls a rib-roaster, may have something 
to do with changing his opponent's tactics. 
This blow is not unlike the right hand

can almost be called a new one, In order 
to ish an opportunity for the sport, 
Corbett’s opponent must lead with his left. 
This lead is ducked. Then, before the op- 
ponent has a chance to recover himself, the 
rib-roaster has done its work. Corbett’s 
left is held in such a position that an effect- 
ive upper cut is practically out of the ques- 
tion, and his head is bent down so that a 
possible attack by his opponent's right will 
not be dangerous, but will slide around his 
neck. As he delivers the blow, Corbett 
wheels towards his o ponent, throwing 
whole weight of his dy with the punch.

FITZ HAS A DREAM.

NEW YORK, July Uthe great Fitzsim- 
mons, who has undertaken to remove Mr. 
Corbett from the championship, has 
d ed a dream. It Corbett or his backers 
are superstitious, let them beware—that is 
to say, unless they dream that dreams go 
by contraries, in which case they may cheer 
up. Fitzsimmons told the dream to Mike 
Donovan, who trains the New York Ath- 
letic Club men how to box. He is the great- 
est boxing professor in America. He taught 
Corbett how to beat Sullivan and has-fought 
many men himself, but is too wise & 
man to be anything but respectful when 
he hears about a dream. He listened with 


interest while the dream was told, and 
this is what he heard: 

“Mike, I never dreamed that I knocked 4 
man out that I did not do it, and if I dream 
I fight a draw, then I see it. Last night I 
dreamed that I knocked Corbett out. It was 
this way:

For the past three weeks the home offices 
have been besieged by angry stockholders 
and creditors with no one but a lady type- 
writer and President Porter's son to re- 
ceive them. Altogether the company is in 
a bad fix, and ita stockholders are in a 
worse one. 

Last Friday H. L. Gray, Deputy State 
Superintendent of Building Associations, 
visited.8t. Louis on business. Having heard 
unfavorable rumors regarding Security 
Loan Co., No. 2, against which numerous 
suits have been filed in the State, he called 
at the office. He found a peculiar state of 
affairs. There was no one in the office but 
a lady typewriter, who said she was in no 
way connected with the concern, merely 
having desk room. Inquiry devéloped that 


none of the officers are at present payne 
any attention to the company’s affairs, an

"What shall we do to be saved?” is the 
question which D. R. Francis and the single 
gold standard men of St. Louls have been 
wrestling® with since the petition of a ma- 
jority of the St. Louis City Committee to 
Chairman Maffitt precipitated the call of 
the State Committee for Monday at ll 
o’clock at the Southern Hotel. 

Mr. Francis has been making a bluff at 
wanting a fight. But does he? His “me 
toos’’—Maffitt and Prather—have already 
given reasons why there is no use to post- 
pone a convention. Wouldn't it be a clever 
scheme for Francis, who has been posing all 
along as eager for a party contest in the 
State, to say ‘that he was ready and to lay 
the blame of a surrender upon Maffitt? He 
has made the Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee a scapegoat before, and possibly he

In fact, 
it may be said without fear of contradic- 
tion that the freer it is and the less tram- 
meled it has been by artificial barriers 
or by attempts to dam or divert its cur- 
rent the better for mankind. No man or 
set of men, however lofty their motives or 
wide their knowledge, are capable of ex- 
ercising a wise censorship over literature 
of any sort or of selecting mental food 
for others.

In so far as these are 
cultivated and reading is guided by them 
and men and women insist that their 
literature shall have high ideals and shall 
strive to be the choicest expression of the 
good, the true and the beautiful in life 
and thought will literary work be di- 
rected to good purpose and the false and 
the vicious fall away from it.

THE BOON OF THE BICYCLE. 


French medical experts, with their 
characteristic thoroughness, have been 
investigating the causes and effects of 
the wheel’ s popularity. 

These learned gentlemen give an un- 
quclified verdict in favor of the wheel 
when used in moderation. It is affirmed 
that wheeling d beneficial in cases of 
dyspepsia, rheumatism, gout, diabetes 
and all infirmities afflicting people of 
sedentary habits. It is good for nervous 
maladies and is a sovereign cure for 
melancholy and preoccupation. After a 
ride of several miles, it is asserted, “one 
feels calm, cheerful and even gay.. The 
rider seems freed from that chain which. 
attaches us to the earth and experiences 
a sensation of lightness and infinite 
speed.” In short, the whirring wheel 
leaves disease and care behind, while it 
hums a song of health and joy. 

But our French scientists also find the 
wheel a moral agency, since it draws 
youth from indoor vices and the saloon 
to wholesome enjoyments of the charms 
of nature. Any wheelman can strength- 
en the evidence of its moral agency by 
testifying that it works for temperance. 
Strong drink and the wheel do not go 
well together. It is a horse which re- 
fuses to take care of a drunken rider 
and does not respond to the weakened 
debauchee. 

What wonder that the wheel is pop- 
ular! When has the world had a boon 
so great as a steed that outstrips gaunt 
disease and black care! The wonder is 
not that multitudes take to the wheel, 
but that any of humanity’s drooping 
train with strength enough to push a 
pedal refrain from it. 


CARELEGSNESS IN VACCINATION. 


With the past month a St. Louis 
school oher died, after months of what 
was a Wing death, from the effects of 
yaccination, probably administered when 
she was in a weakened condition of body 
or laboring under some powerful mental 
depression. And now it is reported that 
Nathan Fisher of this city, who was 
vaccinated before Christmas, is likely to 
lose his arm from the effects of the virus. 
Such cases come up every now and then 
in every country, and point to the fact 
that sufficient precautions are not taken 
in vaccinating. The medical fraternity 
should be aroused to the importance of 
this fact. The prevalence of these so- 
called accidents tends to keep alive that 
strong prejudice against vaccination and 
against the microbe theory of disease 
which could not exist if vaccination were 
so administered that the effects would 
be merely those properly belonging to 
the operation. 

The compulsory vaccination law, like 
all other laws, should be complied with 
strictly in accordance with the dictates 
of common sense and humanity. Wher- 
ever possible, the personal habits and 
physical condition of the person to be 
vaccinated should be inquired into and 
taken into consideration. Where the per- 
son is in feeble health or there are condi- 
tions of the blood or nervous system that 
would tend to, make the operation dan- 
gerous, it should be deferred until these 
conditions are changed. No risks should 
be run in this matter, which may result 
in the loss of a limb, or in death itself. 
It is to the interest of the physician as 
well as of the public. that every preca 
tion possible be taken. \ 

Unless better care is exercised in 
branch of medicine, there is little douht 
that most countries will repeal their 
compulsory vaccination lawa. Switser- 
land has already done so, and there is 
a strong movement in that direction both 
here and in England. The American In- 
stitute of Homeopathy has decided against 
compulsory vaccination, and the entire 
number of Spiritualists and those who 
believe in “mental healing are opposed

There is reason to suspect that those 
who ask for excessive time do not want 
it for legitimate discussion, but in the 
hope that a trick can be turned or that 
something will happen to avert expected 
defeat.

The cyclone went through the village

ROOFS M. TAB AIR. 


One Killed and Sixteen Injured in the 
Woodhaven Tornade. 


WOODHAVEN, IL. I., July 13.—Wood- 
haven and Union course suffered almost as 
much as Cherry Hill, N. J. Houses were 
unroofed and blown down. Only one fatal- 
ity 80 far has been reported, and sixteen 


are injured, 

The storm at these points was like that 
of Cherry Hill, a fierce wind. Houses were 
blown down and trees uprooted. The tract 
over which it swept was a mile long by an 
eighth of a mile wide. The dwellings of 
Henry Wells and Wm, Smith, of Shaw 
avenue, Union Course, were lifted from 
their foundation and completely turned 
over. Harry Smith’s hotel at Union Course 
Stgtion was badly wrecked. The windows

boarding-house the night of the murder and 
left the next day. The case will probably 
go to the jury Monday.

beetle family yet discovered. He can jump 
farther, he is more active in many ways 
than any Of his class, and he can simulate 
death like an opossum, but what is more 
to the point of this story, he offers an 


opportunity to gamble on hie movements. 
The next Legislature may pass a law 
ing it a misdemeanor to turn a hinge bug 
over on its back, touch it lightly with the 
— on a certain spot between the thorax 
and the abdomen and then see it jump one, 
two and sometimes three feet. 

At maturity the bug is about one and 
a quarter inches long. It has a short thorax 
and a ng abdomen. The two eyes are 
tiny circles of deep black, surrounded by a 
white rim. Two very prominent white rings 
on the thorax, a quarter of an inch behind 
the eyes are mistaken for the eyes upon 
a cursory glance. 

Like all beetles, this one seems to be en- 
cased in a shell, which, as a matter of fact, 
is but the covering of the wings, which 
at night it unfolds and uses in flying about. 

It has six legs, like all beetles, and prom- 
ment attenae. It lives on the s er in- 
sect life found on the barks of living trees 
and rotten logs by day, and devours those 
inferior members of its species that are out 
‘of its class. He is hard to discover, even 
by the most industrious and experienced 
bugologist. Like many other insects, he 
takes on the hues of his habitat. The wood- 
pecker can find more of him in a day than 
all the college professors with their attend- 
ant classes could capture in a season's field 


work.

When touched, the bug, by a peculiar move- 
ment, doubles up like a jackknife, then sud- 
denly springs into the air and starts off at 
an erratic tangent, or else goes straight 
up and lands in within a few inches of 
where it started from. 

Should it fall into any one of the outer 
segments the man who has backed that 
particular space receives all the money 
on the board. Should it land on a dividing 
line the pot is divided between the two bet- 
tors. Should it fall back into the center 
circle the banker rakes in all the coin in 
sight, from 10 to W per cent., according to 
agreement, being set aside for the pur- 
chase of drinks, or the use of the house,“ 
as in the case of the “kitty” of poker,

cannot stand more than an hour’s steady 
play.

| Means of Determining the Strength of 


a Man on a Wheel. 


An experiment which may be performed 
|} by anyone riding a bicycle is the determi- 


natien of the horsepower of the rider, by 
a simple calculation after the ascent of a 
hill, says a writer in the Scientific American. 
The technical equivalent of a horse power, 
being 1 — unds raised through a distance 
of one foot in a —— may be directly ap- 
plied to a machine and its rider. The only 
requirements besides a man and wheel are a 
— watch and steep, smooth hill of known 
altitude. The hill should be stee 
prevent one ascending wit — —— 
veloc ey, and thus have the wind resistance 
vitiate the result. The weight in pounds of 
machine and rider bei almost always 
known and the time readily taken, the alti- 
tude of the hill can be found by a level and 
staff. It will be seen that the length of the 
hill does not matter, so long as the incline 
is steep enough to yor fast riding when 
the whole energy of the man is expended in 
ropelling him up the grade. The figures 
ound, when compared with the ones above, 
give the horse power in a pretty accurate 
way.

CASH RACES. 


All Promoters Can Hold Them Under 
Sanction of the L. A. W. , 

Now that the league has decided to sanc- 

tion professional races it will be interesting 


to see what action race-meet promoters and 
racing men will take regarding cash prizes. 
Any one desiring to offer cash prizes can do 
80 by getting a sanction, and any rider can 
race for cash at a sanctioned race meet. 

With the racing men there is little doubt 
that nine-tenths of them would prefer to 
race for cash, and in a little while the ranks 
of the professionals would be greatly in- 
creased. Whether the new regime will see 
the decay of class B cannot now be foretold, 
as that will be a matter for the trade, who 
pays the salaries of the riders in that class, 
to decide upon. It is very probable that 
makers will want their wheels ridden by the 
fastest men, and the latter will be in the 
professional! class before the end of the sea- 
son. The class B men will be found where 
the most money is to be earned, and that 
will undoubtedly be ,in the professional 
ranks. 

Some of the class B men, however, may 
hesitate for a little while before jumping 
into the professional ranks, as the adage, 
“once a professional, always a profession- 
al, will be true of that class of riders, and 
once a man joins the ranks of the cash prize 
riders there will be no possibility of his get- 
ting back into the amateur ranks. Still. 
there are so many amateurs now who look 
to the value of their prizes that the cash is 
likely to prove so strong an attraction to 
them that they will not hesitate to have a 
try at the coin when such prizes are avail- 
able. 


RIGHTS OF THE ROAD. 


Wheelmen Should Respect Others and 
Insist Upon Their Own. 

In the early days of wheeling people were 

prone to think that the cyclist had no rights 


on the streets or public highways which 
they were bound to respect. Justice, in her 
courts, has shown more than one road hog 
wherein he wae wrong, and dearly taught 
him of hig ignorance. These sustained 
rights and rul s were gained through 
much time and trouble, and the cyclist of 
to-day should be careful to do naught that 
would change the verdict, and respect the 
rights of others as his rights are almost uni- 
versally respected. Remember that in case 
of accident the fact that you were on the 
right side of the road will not hold you 
blameless if the fact can be proven that 
you could have avoided trouble by passing 
on the left. 

As the wheel is by far the most fragile 
vehicle on street or road, and its rider most 
exposed to danger, it behooves him to exer- 
cise great care, and not chance a risk to 

n an advantage, but rather give way 
to a vehicle for no other reason but that 
personal injury cannot be remuneratively 
compensated for. Damages can be obtained 
for injury done a wheel, even should the 
same happen while the machine was left 
standing against the curb of the street. 
Respect the rights of others, and your privi- 
leges will remain secure.“

Bicycles should be con- 
structed, the manufacturers think, on the 
same lines of business as are used in the 
manufacture of such articles as watches 
or sewing machines, making the necessary 
alterations as they are needed and not re- 
modeling things every year. It is time 
the industry should settle down so that 
constant changes in construction will not be 
necessary.

Do not hesitate to leave your party tem- 
porarily to give assistance to a man or 
woman rider who really needs it.

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ANOTHER WATER BICYCLE. 


A Hundred Pound Machine Which 


Makes Six Miles an Hour. 


Don Ramon Barea of Madrid is the lat- 
est amateur to try his hand at invent- 
ing a nautieal bicycle. He has perfected 
a machine for use upon lakes and rivers, 
with which he has been enabled to make 
about six miles per hour. 

This machine is composed of two @ases 


of steel, which serve as floats, and are 
connected by  cross-bars. Near the 


stern, in the space between the two cases, 
is a paddle-wheel, operated by pedais 
something like a bicycle. 

Tre machine weighs about 100 pounds. 
It is steered by a small rudder at the 
stern and has been tried successfully 
by its inventor, passing over the water 
quickly and easily.

|" Stil Uasettled and Unstable— 


Some Improvement in Flour. 


‘The Northwestern spring wheat crop is 
Just now the attraction in wheat speculative 
circles. The news from that section has 
Deen wonderfully contradietory, and to read 
ohe message reporting 25 per cent damage 
and another stating most emphatically that 
no Gamage had been done, *‘except where 
the crop always falls, as the President of 
the Puluth Exchange puts it, the reader 
would naturally make up bis mind that some 
one had ——, well, blundered. Where there 
has been so mech smoke, as the Northwest 
has sent up on this question of 
spring wheat, there must be some fre. 
Between hot dry winds aad frosts that see - 
tion has had a variety of weather which, it 
might be supposed, could and probably aid 
some injury. It must not be forgotten, too 
that it teok the majority of professional 
traders a long time to lieve in winter 
wheat Gamage this spring. Tke countr 
had the market tucked seeurely under their 
arms and were running away with it before 
the average smart professional awoke te 
the fact that an unuseally badly damaged 
crop was before them. 

a. + - 

Whether the Northwestern opens wheat is 
damaged or not, the Government figures for 
that erop indicating 175,000,000 Dushels, and 
for a total of about 892,000,000 bushels soring 
and winter, dees not mean more than enoug 

to go around and does mean much higher 
prices ere the season ends. The poor quality 
ofa great portion of the winter wheat Is an- 
other argument against low prices. It 
wouldn't be ifthe crop was a large one, as 
heretofore a large crop of poor quality has 
Gragged the price of the good wheat dawn, 
but this is the first time the trade has hada 
crop that was both short and poor. The 
steady and heavy rains inthe Southwest are 
Gally rendering the crop there more and 
more wamerchantable, besides utterly ruin- 
Ing a great deal that was standing in the 
shock ana delaying the movement to market. 


The effect of the late rains throughout the 
Winter wheat belt is plainly felt Just now. 
The yield was fairly up te the average in 
lower river sections and in other Southera 
territory, but threshing was so hampered by 
rains that farmers’ deliveries were neces- 
sarily restricted. In conjunction was the 
very smali yield in many sections and also 
the refusal of many farmers to accept pres- 
ent prices. The effect has been to restrict 
farmers’ deliveries so much that coustry 
millers have been obliged to come to St. 
Louis to obtain wheat to run on and the re- 
ceipts here, as well as at other winter wheat 
markets, have been far Below the average of 
what they were in preceding ye.rs. The 
future promises to show a much more 
Striking difference between the receipts this 
Seas800 as compared With one year ago.

NEW YORK, July 13.—There has been lit- 
tle change in the general situation during 
the week, and the outlook cannot be said 
to have lost any of its favorable aspects.

In short, all the developments of 
the week, although, perh „ not so con- 
siderable in number as other times, indi- 
cate that there is even less occasion than 
heretofore to take a pessimistic view of 
the situation. 

The crops mean so, much in reference to 
general prosperity that any news concern- 
ing them is naturally received with intense 
interest. The Government reports are ful- 
ly as favorable as had been anticipated. 
The outlook for the cotton crop so is 
improving. The Government report, pub- 
lished this week, made a much better show- 
ing than had been expected. In view of the 
important part which the crops play in 
bringing about general prosperity. the ren 
ent outlook for them must be considered 
gratifying. Another promising feature is 
the good outloak for the maintenance of 
higher freight rates. The new rates were 
put into effect at the beginning of the 
week, and the feeling is that the roads are 
likely to adhere to them more closely than 
at any time past. 

The Y exchange market passed through a 
test through the week without practically 
changing the situation so far as probable 
gold exports are concerned. The syndicate 
had so long kept the price below $4. for 
sight bills that when, as happened early in 
the week, the market rose above that fig- 
urea circle of bear traders, and their follow- 
ers at once filled the air with predictions 
of gold exports. But with the week past 
and sight bilis in demand at $4.90, no gold 
has been shipped beyond $250,000 going to- 
day, which is described by those who for- 
ward it as a mercantile transaction. 

There was little if any change in the 
money market during the week. All loans 
ranged between 1 and 1% per cent, but there 
was a better demand for time money and 
a little more inquiry from commercial 
houses. From now on there is likely to be 
a gradual hardening of money rates, and 
within a short time a demand is expected 
from the West in order to procure funds 
for the handling of the crops. The week's 
speculation in stocks has been productive 
of few important changes of prices except 
in the industrials. The week opened with 
a general effort toward closing up short 
contracts, following which came another 
attempt on the part of operators for a 
decline to break the market. Raids against 
the Grangers and the stocks of anthra- 
cite coal producing and carrying roads 
were not productive of the desired results 
and the bears turned their attention ehtef- 
ly to the industrials, with the result that 
transactions in them made up the greater 
part of the trading. Chicago Gas was a 
prominent feature of the market, and exhib- 
ited general firmness. It showed a consid- 
erable net loss at last night's closing. Dis- 
tilling has been weak on the strength of 
the prevailing uncertainty during the out- 
look for reorganization. Despite the firm- 
ness of the indutsrials and the absence of 
marked London support during the greater 
part of the time the railways district held 
generally steady, d in view of the heavy 
pressure directed gainst it, from time to 
time exhibited considerable firmness. Hold- 
ers of securities evidently continue to take 
an optimistic view for the future for there 
has been no liquidation to speak of on 
their part in the legitimate district during 
the week and the market has been left 
almost entirely to professionals. 

The Evening Post says: Whatever the ori- 
gin, character or motive of the gold ship- 
ment, it was treated with proper indif- 
ference on the security market. In a nar- 
rower radius prices moved to-day exactly 
as they did yesterday. There was some 
traders’ profit taking, some short selling 
and a little aggressive buying. As usual of 
late, industrials were the single center of 
activity, and most of them sold lower. 
London took no hand in the market. As a 
whole, the prices were lower the first hour 
and better the second, but changes were 
insignificant.

The Financier says this week: The state- 
ment of the associated bankg of this city 
for the week ending July 13, 1 is the first

still far above the average. The falling 
off was not unexpected, since the business 
transacted on the Stock Exchange during 
the week has been much lighter than usual 
and the demand for funds has n less. 
One year ago loans were declining regularly 
week by week, while deposits were piling 
up steadily, and while loans were then 
nearly one hundred millions less than de- 
posits the difference now is but sixty-six 
millions. In other words, loans were then 
over $28,000,000 less than at 4 and de- 
posits were over $22,000,000 higher than the 
amounts now held by the New York banks. 

A very cheering sign, even though it 
may be due to temporary causes, is the 
stoppage of the movement of money from 
the interior to this point. Greater percent- 
age of trade balances must have been can- 
celled long since, but money apparently was 
sent here for the small interest it would 
earn. Last week’s shipments were less than 
a million dollags, and reports from different 
centers show that the trade is active enou

For September Corn “Closed Higher, 
Oats Closed Unchanged and Provis- 
ions Finished at Declines. 


CHICAGO, July 13.—The bears recovered 
from their crop damage scare to-day and 
pounded 1% cents off the value of the 
September option. Corn closed % cents 
higher for September; September oats 
closed unchanged and provisions finished at 


declines. 

The fact of gold shipments having com- 
menced was taken advantage of to knock 
the price of wheat down on the curb before 
the opening, and on the regular session the 
market was again Knocked off of its bull 
stilts by the cold slugging of two of the 
operators on the bear side. The crop re- 
ports were very conflicting, ranging from 
stories of sensational damage to promises 
of unusually big yields. Such were the re- 
ports from which the trade here had to 
make their minds up, and while they hest- 
tated, Cudahy and Lin appeared to be giving 
carte blanche to their brokers to sell Sep- 
tember wheat.

The congregation of the old Shaare Emeth 
Temple, at Seventeenth and Pine streets, 
which is now being remodeled into a thea- 
ter, have decided to erect a new cestly 
home in the West End. 

The southeast corner of Lindell and Van- 
Geventer avenues has been selected as the 
site of the new temple. The plans will be 


drawn by a local architect, and upwards of 


$100,000 will be expended. An outlay of from 
$150,000 to $200,000 for both lot and building 
has been agreed upon. 

At present there is a little wrangle among 
the members of the congregation as to the 
selection of the plans for the church. Re- 
certly the directors of the church held a 
meeting and appointed a committee of thir- 
teen to decide the selection of plans for the 
church. By previous arrangement five local 


‘ architects were invited to submit drawings, 


the idea being to obtain the best plans they 
could get. 
Architects J. H. Ramsey, Grable, Weber 
& Groves; Rosenheim, Link & Ittner; J. 
Wees and Wm. Levy were selected and 
ers given each firm for the plans. There 
was a little hitch here, however. Several 
of the architects objected entering the con- 
test owing to the fact that Mr. senheim 
Was a member of the congregation. Messrs. 
Ramsey and Wees decided to withdraw in 
favor of Mr. Rosenheim. Marcus Bern- 
heimer, Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, was visited, and the gentlemen were 
induced to stay. Mr. Bernheimer said that 
the selection would not be influenced be- 
cause one of the architectes was a mem- 
ber of the congregation and added that if 
they did not stay in the contest other archi- 
tects would be invited to take their places. 
Bo the five architects drew up plans and 
there has been a wrangle in the Building 
Committee ever since. ° 
Mr. Rosenheim is very popular amon 
the members of the congregation, is an ol 
member himself and helped to build it 
up. His persona! friends number over two- 
thirds of the congregation, and they made 
he uest, so it is claimed, that he be 
given the preference. It is alleged further 


that certain members threatend to with- 


draw if this step was not taken. As far as 
Mr. Rosenheim himself is concerned, he 
= he wants a fair deal. 

here is more interest taken in a matter 
of this kind by church members and archi- 
tects than in a Presidential election, and it 
is claimed by competing architects that the 
selection of plans is now a matter of the 
most popular man getting the job. There 
is a clause in the agreement made with the 
architects granting the privilege tothe com- 
mittee to engage the services of expert 
outside architects to mee upon the plans, 
if demanded, and that is what is now asked. 
The members of the building committee of 
the church met at the office of Marcus 
Bernheimer Saturday afternoon, but no ac- 
tion was taken regarding the appointment 
of an expert architect, nor did they reach 
a decision.

The New Hotel to Be Opened Aug- 
ust 1. 


The new Union Station otel, known as 
the Terminal Hotel and reade, will be 
opened to the public about August 1.

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CITY'S INCOME FALLING OFF. 


Since the Lake Was Enlarged and Boat- 
iag Became General the City’s 
Pertentage Has Decreased. 


The question of whether the city gets a 
just divide from the boating privilege at 
Forest Park is again to the front. The 
privilege was rented to Wm. G. Buechner, 
but when he was elected to the House of 
Delegates he transferred it to his father 
All the same, Delegate Buechner is much 
in evidence at the boat-house on Sundays 
and evenings. The city is supposed to get 
20% per cent of the gross receipts from the 
privilege. 

Boating on Forest Park lake began in 


1891, when the privilege only yielded the 
sum of 80. For the fiscal year ending 
April 10, the city’s share 
was -65; for the year — 
ing April 10, 1894, it was $423.05; while last 
year it drop to $256.94.This sudden drop 
is conside the more remarkable to the 
Comptroller, inasmuch as last year the 

© was enlarged to three times its former 
size, and proportionately more boats were 


put on. 
rivilege at Lafayette Park, although 
the lake is several times smaller, and the 
attendance not one-tenth of that at Forest 
Park, has yielded the following net results: 
1891, $571.50; 1892, 2 7 $318.25; ° 
; $131.25. The falling off in the 
receipts after 1891 was attributed to the 
putting of boats on Forest Park lake, and 
the falling off last year was attributed_to 
the enlarging of Forest Park Jake. But 
instead of showing a corresponding increase 
last year, Forest Park showed an unex- 
plained decrease. 

It should be stated that the boats at La- 
fayette Park are operated by the Board of 
Improvements of the park. All expenses 
for the purchase and repairing of boats and 
the hire of boatmen are deducted and the 
net revenue turned into the treasury an- 
nually. A check ts placed on the man who 
collects the boat hire. He is uired to en- 
ter in a book the number of each boat when 


and amount collected. The park keeper is 
liable to come along at any time and ask 
to see the book. If a boat should be out 
and not entered in the book an explanation 

would be in order.

been enforced. Park Commissioner Ridgeley 
‘stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter that his 
attention had not been called to it before, 
but he would look into the matter and de- 
vise some effecive means of seeing that the 
city got its dues. 

A plan suggested to Comptroller Sturgeon 
and well thought of by him is to issue stub 
receipt blanks and require a receipt to be 
given to every person hiring a boat. The 
stub would show the amount received. A 
watch kept at any time would show wheth- 
er receipts were given or not. 

The present itation recalls some inter- 
—s history of how the privilege was let. 
The first year it was let to William Buech- 
ner, the father of Delegate Wm. G. Buech- 
ner, who lived at 5331 Manchester road. 
The percentage returned for the year was 
only $60, and it was decided not to let the 
privilege to Mr. Beuchner another year. 

In 1892 bids were invited for the privilege 
for five years. he Davis Boat and Oar 
Co. of Detroit bid 25% per cent; H. Sevelling 
& Co. bid 30% r cent. H. Sevelling 
& Co.'s address wag given as 5329 Manches- 
ter road, next 1 to that of Buechner. 
This was looked with suspicion, which 
was increased when a letter directed there 
was returned indorsed Not known.“ The 
name of Sevelling was not in the directory 
and the identity of the highest bidder 
was a mystery. For these reasons there 
was some delay in letting the contract. 
All of the facts were published on March 
26, 1892. In the meantime the Davis Boat 
and Oar Co. of Detroit submitted a propo- 
sition to pay $750 a year for ve

FROM A ST. LOUIS IDRA.

The postal service of the country is tak- 
ing pattern from St. Louis with regard to

on @ 10 per cent basis, the pool-buyers could 
not make the business profitable. As a 
matter of fact, the aggregate average daily 
sum is greatly in excess of this. Nor is the 
commission paid limited to 10 per cent of the 
money bet. If a woman wins she is inclined 
to be generous, and the pool-buyer often 
gets a generous tip out of her winnings.

FOR MEDICINE. 


Palatable Foods for Sore Throat, 
Colds and Consumption.

Buch good, old-fashioned decoctions “as 
sage tea, catnip and herb brews have for 
years been prescribed for various ills and 
ailments to which flesh is heir, but palat- 
able dishes of nourishing foods for the 
cure of coughs, colds and sore throats, as 
well as consumption, are now said to have 
acquired quite a vogue among a certain 
class of physicians. While not wholly new, 
they are at least a departure from present 
methods, and this is sufficient to recom- 
mend them to many people. 

The first recipe is for those who are in 
delicate health caused by sore throat, and 
would not be despised by the most fastidi- 
ous of hungry people, albeit the name is a 
trifie against its popularity. 

Take a young fowl, cut it into smal 
portions and wash thoroughly. Put these 
into a saucepan containing three quarts of 
water and add three pounds of very lean, 
white veal, also two turnips, a. carrot and 
a head of celery chopped finely. Boil all 
together and skim constantly as the skum 
arises. After the albumen contained in 
the meat has been thus carefully removed 
with the skimmer, add two ounces of pre- 
pared Ceylon moss and mix thoroughly. 
Boil slowly for an hour and a quarter, then 
strain through a cloth into an earthen 
vessel, Keep in a cool place until wanted.

RLECTRICITY. 


Catering toa Rich Man’s Wants 
in Almost Everything.

Electricity dominates invention nowa- 
days. A steady stream of new ideas relating 
to the mysterious fluid is pouring into the 
Patent Office. Yet this branch of research 
is only in its infancy. Before long, if prog- 
ress continues at its present rate, the work 
of the world will be mainly done by-electric- 
al apparatus. 

Already electricity contributes enormous- 
ly to the luxury of the rich. The household 
establishment of Mr. Gorgius Midas is 
fairly run by harnessed lightning controlled 
by switches and automatic regulators. A 
complete electric plant in the basement 
furnishes lights and runs an elevator which 
has no attendant, being perfectly controlled 
by push-buttons. 

On waking in the morning Mr. Midas 
summons his valet by a push-button and 
presently is notified that his bath is ready. 
His ablutions are accomplished by a mild 
scrub with an electric brush, which pro- 
duces a pleasant tingling sensation and is 
healthful for the skin.

Its evils are pretty well 
understood, even by its slaves, and hardly 
any man will deny that when excessively 
used, tobacco, like alcoholic liquor, or 
coffee, or tea, is a curse. 

But used in moderation. used with discre- 
tion according to a man’s physique, state 
of nerves and his condition in life, tobacco 
is admitted by physicians to have positive 
benefits, one of which, and an important 
one, being that a good cigar is a help to 
digestion. Of course none of these remarks 
applies to cigarettes. 

The good effect of tobacco on the teeth is 
admitted by nearly all dentists. They at- 
tribute it to the neutralizing alkali of the 
smoke and the antiseptic properties of 
nicptine and pyridine, which destroys, the 
vitality of the microbes in the mouth. 
Claude Bernard asserts that the presence 
of prussic acid in the saliva of smokers 
contributes to the result. 

Smoking a pipe cures toothache. Dr. 
Hepburn affirms that among smokers the 
teeth decay slowly and imperceptibly, as 
the mortification of a dental pulp is gradual 
and long. The carbon from the smoke in

Dr. Gros has found this method very 
efficacious in cases of extreme nausea in 
delicate women. 

The digestive troubles attributed to 
tobacco more often owe their origin to al- 
cohol, the boon companion of nicotine, for 
few inveterate smokers observe an ex-

Tobacco smoke is a sovereli remedy 
against mosquitoes, fleas an vermin. 
By its use the working men in the tobacco 
factories of Lyons were saved from the con- 
tagion of typhoid fever, those of Morlaix 
from dysentery, those of Seville from epi- 
demic of cholera. It is well-known that 
physicians about to enter a house where 
a typhoid or diphtheretic patient lies sick 
will smoke rously beforehand, even if 
they are habitual non-smokers. Tobacco 
has been succeessfully used to destroy mi- 
crobes. The professors and students of 
anatomy in marshy countries look upon 
tobacco as the t preventive for intermit- 
tent fevers, and Viscount Limeon has even 
found that it retards consumption’s pro- 
gress up to a certain point, 

In the army and navy the benefits de- 
rived from tobacco are unquestionable. 
The soldier finds not only a companion but 
a nutritive supplement in his pipe, and in 
mnay cases it has been known ‘to cure bad 
cases of homesicknesss. Authorities have

Canvas is preferred to wool be- 
cause it does not tear and stretch in the 
same way. ver, the canvas is wash- 
able and practically waterproof. 

Footwear is the next consideration, and 
for this there is nothing better than the 
hunter’s boot made of oil-tanned horsehide, 
lacing nearly to the knee, with a bellows 
tongue. These boots may be soaked all 
day in water, and yet, after drying by the 
camp fire all night, come out next morning 
as soft and pliable as if never wet. Shoes 
and leggings can be worn, but these boots 
combine the two, and are also a protection 
against insect bites. <A pair of soft canvas 
shoes should be taken to wear for a change. 
There is nothing to be feared from wet feet. 
A rub and toasting before the open fire will 
ward off any cold, and one soon ceases to 
even think of the matter. 

After the question of what to wear comes 
that of camp equipage, tents leading. Camp- 
ers of widest experience declare against the 
“wall” and the A“ tent—those most gen- 
erally used—having found that any closed 
tent is bad because it retains the damp- 
ness. A tent entirely open on one side, so 
that the campfire at night and the sun by 
day can light and warm every recess, is 
the best, and a tent is now made with an 
awning, which is practically house and 
piazza, and which can be closed if neces- 
sary. Such a tent has front curtains hung 
by snabs and rings, and, though not as 
common as the others, can be found. Blank- 
ets are of even more importance, and the 
very best should be bought, dark gray in 
color and about eight pounds to the pair. 
Where people camp in pairs three double 
blankets are enough; if singly, two each 
will ben aa ta sea rubber blank- 
et about six by four, costing’about $1.50, 
and one of the most useful camp posses- 
sions. If a permanent camp is to be made 
camp chairs and beds can taken where 
transfer wagons can come; otherwise re- 
ect them all. A pillow y be allowed, 

ut it should be simply ‘a case made of 
thickest ticking, to be filléd after arrival. 
Make buttonholes at the end, so that it can 
be buttoned together. Take also some yards 
of close woven mosquito netting, and a 
hammock may be added as a luxury if you 
can spare space. The pillow is to be filled 
with “spruce browse,“ of which your bed 
will also be made, this browse“ being 
only the tips of the sprays, and never by 
any chance pieces of the branches. Pile it 
as thickly as possible—to have it thick 
means a good many hours of work—and 

ou have a bed springy, soft and breath-

FOR A HOME DINNER. 


Here Is an Excellent Recipe for Rasp- 
berry Tapioca Pudding. 

This recipe requires one-half gill of flaked 
tapioca, one and one-half gill of water, 
one-half gill of sugar, one pint of rasp- 
berries, one-half tablespoonful of lemon 
juice and one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
salt. After measuring the tapioca turn it 
out on the molding board and crush it 
as fine as possible with the rolling pin. 
Then wash it and cook it in the cold water 
for three hours or longer—better over night 
if there be time. 

Put the soaked tapioca in a double boiler 
and cook until it is perfectly clear. If it 


has been soaked over night it will cook in 
half an hour, but if soaked for only three 
hours it will require cooking for an hour 
and a half. When the tapioca is clear add 
the sugar, salt and lemon, then take the 
dish from the fire and stir in the raspber- 
ries. Rinse a bowl with cold water and 
pour the pudding into it. Set away to cool. 
At serving time turn out the pudding on a 
fiat dish and surround it with whipped 
cream. 


TO SERVE WITH SALAD. 


Bread Croutons Filled With a Cheese 
Mixture Are Delicious, 


Cheese pates are a delicious addition to 
the salad course of a dinner. In preparing 
them use the requisite number of fried 
bread croutons and fill with the following 
mixture; Put one ounce of butter and half 
a tablespoonful of hot water in a saucepan 
and bofl them, stir in sufficient bread 
crumbs to make a stiff paste, beat in the 


yolk of an egg, pepper, salt and cayenne 
and four tabléspoonfuls of grated cheese. 
Serve very hot.

The powers of Europe have demanded that 
the barbarian monarch of Turkey put an 
end to these réligigus pligtimages and 
Cleanse the aged well of Zem-Zem. But the 
mete suggestion of this yery reasonable 
sanitaty measure hag raided such a howl 
by the holy men and prophets of Mahomet 
who conduct the pilgrimages and preserve 
all the traditions and filth of the holy well 
that the Sultan dares not interfere with 
them.

The horrors of the cholera that in 1898 at- 
tacked Mecca and its seaport, Djeddah 
(Jidda), for Meeca is really an inland town, 
are difficult to picture. Dr. Le Grand, who 
Was in thé region at that time, states that 
the country was covered with “hills of 
corpses,’’ and that unless you looked up 
you would see corpses on every hand.“ 
Graves 80 feet long, 50 fect wide and 17 feet 
deep were ous, and the bodies were thrown 
into them without ceremony.

aves woul b¢ filled in Half a day. Suf- 

elent burial officérs could not be found 

and thé Turkish Government recruited 1,000

From the pulpit and church-goers we hear 
it so often given as a reason why the world 
is not brought/to embrace Christianity that 
“gin is in the world.“ And again that “re- 
forms cannot make headway until sin is. 
gotten out of the road.” I grant this; but 
when sin is thus spoken of somebody else’s 
sin is meant. Those so speaking have not 
yet stopped to think seriously how much 
they as a part of the community are con- 
tributing toward upholding a communal 


sin, which is making other sins both possi- 
ble and actual. 

As yet neither society nor the church has 
recognized this sin; or if so, they have 
failed to sound the note of alarm or denun- 
ciation. 

Thirty-five hundred years ago there went 
forth from Mount Sinai the Almighty’s flat 
embodied in the Decalogue, commanding 
men not to steal. Some years later, and as 
if to enforce this command and to enunciate 
the rights of man, he said: “The land shall 
not be sold forever, for it is mine.“ —-Lev. 
xxv., 2. This law or fiat has never been 
r led or repealed; its violation still con- 
tinues; the church still preaches Christian- 
ity as it sees it, but so far has failed to rec- 
ognize this latter fiat or its violation, and 
hence wonders why the world is not being 
more rapidly Christianized. It does not 
seem to occur to the church that it is not 

reaching all of the gospel. It is quick, 

owever, to detect individual sin and con- 
demn it. The individual thief is swiftly 
punished—the communal theft is upheld, 
excused or considered right because it is 
the law. The assertion that this latter flat 
Was made to the Jews does not lessen the 
obligation to its observance, unless the Dec- 
alogue is to fall with it, and for the same 
reason, as both were so made to the Jews. 
If one law gets its force from being a com- 
mand of the Almighty, why not the other? 
But the church to-day demands the enforce- 
ment of the Decalogue and ignores the 
other. This is one of the chief reasons why 
the various reforms inaugurated by the 
church and society have failed. They have 
ignored a fundamental wrong which should 
be first righted. They take cognizance of 
the little sing which are mostly the effects 
of a bigger sin, while the latter escapes 
their notice. Other wrongs could then be 
more easily corrected. The results of the 
violation of this latter flat are as serious 
and damaging as the former. I agree with 
the church that Kk ig sin which stands in 
the way of CHiristianity’s progress, but I 
differ with it in the extent of its definition 
of sin, and I charge that it has as yet failed 
to recognize one of the test of sins, 
namely, the private ownership of and specu- 
lation in land. This is a sin because it vio- 
lates the command of the Almighty, who 
declared that the land shall not be sold 
forever; it is a sin because its operation 
has changed the intended goodness and pro- 
vision of the Almighty in giving the earth 
for the use of all men into a curse rather 
than a blessing. Private ownership of 
land is contrary to the teachings of Chris- 
tianity—it stands across its pathway and 
helps retard its progress; it stimulates and 
propagates greed, selfishness and covet- 
ousness. In short, private ownership in 
land means: The violation of the Al- 
mighty’s flat; the speculation in and the ap- 
propriation by the few of God's bounty 
the earth), intended for all; the private ap- 
propriation by the few, under the sanction 
of law, of that value created by all and 
rightfully belonging to all. If, then, this 
is a sin, who should be readier or quicker 
to say so than the church? It will not en- 
danger the cause of Christianity to be a 
partisan in such a fight. Even in the eyes 
of those who deny the existence of God it 
is a denial of the rights of man. Its re- 
sults, whether intended or innocently done, 
are the same as those of theft. Society by 
its laws on taxation permits it. And the 
church virtually upholds it by its refusal 
to investigate and condemn it. Until it does 
so it can go on preaching the partial Chris- 
tianity it been, and advocatihg reforms 
in the way it has done without accomplish- 
ing any more in the future than it hag in 
the past. 

The gospel train has encountered a boul- 
der whose component parts are unjust laws, 
upon which its built private ownership in 
land, both defended by holders and benefi- 
ciaries of vested rights or privileges.
